CIA gets dispatch saying there would be attempts to humiliate 
the U.8. at the Bogota meeting and might he personal molestation of Secretary 
Marshall. | 

30 March 1948. Ninth International Conference of American Republica mst in 
Bogota. Ten days without incident followed. 

9 April. Jorge Gaitan sesassinateds wide-spread riots. 

10 April. Representative Clarence Brown quoted in presa to effect that there 
should be an investigation of CIA; surely if CIA had told State, Marshall 
would not have gone. 

13 April. Thomas Dewey (running for office at the time) was critical of CIA 
in NEW YORK TIMES, saying thie never would have happened if the fine PBI 
intelligence system in Latin America had not been destroyed in faver of CIA. 

15 April. Admiral Hillenkcetter summoned before House suboommittee. Hillen- 
koetter explained that his first thought had baen to take the 23 March 
dispatch to Undersecretary. Lovett but had been dissuaded because Orion J. 
Libert, State advance agent in Colusbila with concurrence of Ambassador 

Willerd L. Beaulac had decided Marshall should not be unnecessarily alarmed. 

36 April. President Trumen exprenped himself (NEW YORK HERALD IRIBUME) an 
being a9 surprised as anyone else; White House hed not been expecting the 
kind of developments thet hed occurred.
